**;The' District A ccommcdatiJon Allotment C'oraiBit't®® decided 
all' the cases' bf''ai'l;Ot.}s.ent ,of quarters to the- Government 
employees in the -District* i>‘'The''Coll 0 ,c,tGriwaS',''the 
Chairman of this Committee. 
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This led to a conflict between the Cbairimn of the District 
■"iccbrnniod^^jn- Allots and the DDO. The story 

of this conflict is narrated in this case-study. 

BACKGROUND 

2. Before Panchayati Raj was introduced in .Gujarat 

State, the allocation of hcus as to the Government employees 
M the District Headquarters^ w decided by the District 
■A'ccdmiicxiationAllotment Committee, Such a Gqiiiffiittee 
ejcisted in Rampur District also. Tho CoffiTnit tee, comprised 
■of three 'members namely, the Collector , the, Executivo 
Engineer and the Super intend ent of police. , The Collector 
wag' trie 'Cimirman'^^^^ Committee and the Executivo 
Engineer 'was the Seer etary . The District and Sessions 
Judge v/as later included as /member of the Committee ■>

■panchayati Raj, tho DDOs were also made members of the 
Coiffiaittee in October , 1065 by an OffiOjo ,;Grdor... dated

‘i, " Oft 1-1-66, tho Panchayat Officer wrote a letter 

to the Executive Sngifteor ,• the Socretary of the AccomciK)— 
datioft Allotment .CO]miiittee, ''cirav/ing his attention , to 
the order of the PWD dated 16-»l0-65, mentioning about the 
nomination of the DDO to tho Committee,. He also requested 
him to send due intimation to the EDO of the meetings 
of the Committee in future. The Executive Engineer' s 
Office replied that a meeting .of the Committee was 
scheduled on •S-.i-^BS but was postponed. . It was . further 
stated that the DDO would be intimated when the. next 
meeting of the Committee was fixed in future, he ... 
meeting was held on 12-1-66 but the DDO did not get any 
intimation to that effect.' One of the -staff members of 
the panchayat came to know about the meeting, and informed 
the' DDO On l7-l~-66 the DDO wrote t*> the Exoputi’^e 
Engineer complaining' abouj;'. his not having got the inform- 
ation of the meeting held on 12-1-66, In reply, the 
ExecUtive Engineer wrote that his Deputy Engineer, whose 
office I'^/as located in a contiguous town, had written to 
the DDO on '4-1-66' intimating about t.he said meeting. .No 
"such intima'tioh' had been received by. thei DDO. 

5# ' ^ 4 .meeting of the Committee , was fixo#. for 

February S^and the -DDO was not informed of this cither. 
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Tile meeting vjas hold to consider the qu.Qs, Mon -of _ getting 
the office p^eitil^es' vacated from trie Agriculture 
De.pan.tmGht; which had air eady' beeh' tfahsf erred to’ the 

Panchaya t . . The- Chairman’: ef the Committee' menti oned

that the Agriculture ■Dopartmont’nould' be ''hcjused in the 
Panchayat Office •hnd-jft should vacate the premises it was

all the. four mombors of the committee. The pDO did not 
a ccGpt the positicn -and with -a dissenting note sent it 
liack to the Secrotary of the Committee on 14-3-66.' The 
hD-O. had-- raised the point: -that the Agriculture Department 
could not- move into the Panchayat House as the latter 
was still ■under consideration. 

, 7. . ' ^ in 19-7-66 the Committe-e held another meeting . 

At this meeting- Iho is sue of allotment of accom’noi&ti on 
to panchayati: Raj organisations was' raised by the DDO 
following.- the minutes -bf the previous meeting and was 
fully discussed.. It. was decided to seek clarification 
. from t ho Circle-Office bf the- P'WD regarding allotment of 
accommoi^tAonto. the Panchayat 'from the' p''/J'D pool of 
buildings. Soon after -the 'meeting j the Secretary circu- 
lated the, minut PS- to' the members and also seht a copy of 



"tile minutes to the Circle-Office seeking clarification on 
the issue contained thorein. ■ 

COLLBGTQR 07SE :i 

S« In July I966j Mr. Dave- was posted as Cdlleotor 

and,th-e formor Collector was transferred. The ne\\r 
■Colloctor was aged 36 years -and had worked for about two 
years . as DDO in another District. Coimaonting on his 
posting as a Collector, Mr, Dave remarked triat it was a 
wGlcomo change for -him. Ho fu.rtlier -add-ed tiiat it’ was 
bettor to bo a Collector than a 'DDO. In this cbnnectioh 
he referred to the case of Mr. Amin t ho new DDO who, 
he mentioned, had also tried for tho''Coil(S’ctor’ s post 
but did not succeed. Ho also remarked that ’'^'he had to face 
a lot of difficulty even in getting a quarter for himself 
when he was a DDO . . ' . ' , ■ 

9. His posting as Collector I'^as however resented by 
Some of the local leaders,’ Some of t idem mentioned that they 
did not look with favour on his posting in’ their District, 
as the Chief Minister of' the State had taken, interest in 
posting him there agains.t their wishes. 

Ngy DDO TAKES OVER i 

10. A month later in, August 1966 , the former DDO 
Aas transferred and Mri; Amin was posted in his place. Ho

After about a month of his posting in Rampur 


District,. Mr. Dave, the Collector convened a meeting of 


the AccommodatiGnMlotment Gom-aittee on 2-8-66 , The old 


DDO had moved out f th-c new one", Mr . Amin had not arrived. 

So the Panchayat body was no-ti' represented. The Committee 
again discussed the issue pertaining to the allotment of 
quarters to tho panchayat staff from the pool of PWD 
buildings . V- The meeting, ended -wlthou'C any -specific . 
doclsi.on .on the issue as no clarlficatipn bad 'bO-bn- received 
from the State PWD to who'mi a reference had been made 


earlier 
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' In' the meantime tha Director of Education 
i/n'ote to •tho Collector: to pr o vide some additional - , 
accorrmcdat'i-onto the District Education Department.' ' 

The collector r (filled that he pould give them the 
accommcdhtiohus ed by the Agriculture Department after it 
was -meated. Meanwhile it could be inspected, he 
suggested. 

13. The Director of Education visited the District, 

;and irispected the place- on 2l-9'-66, Ho found the, premises 
suitable. , -After the Director approved the premises, the 
Collector v/roto .to the DDO on 20-1-67 to vacate the 
promises- used by the Agriculture Department of the 
Panchayat as the same was to be given to the Education 
Department, In this letter mention was also made of the 
visit of the Director - of- Education who had inspected the 
premises and had found them suitable for his purpose. 

NEW DDO ACTS -. 

* - The DDO Mr . Amin , in his letter of 3-2-67 

answered that- the decision for having the premises 
vacated was required^to be taken by the accrvmm od_at.ion. 
Allotment Cossiiitt ee ,.and he was not aware that any such 
decision -had been taken by the Conmittoe. He also 
requested him to send a copy of the resolution of the 
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ocmmiii-Geo, if any, in 'this regard... .He further : 

.clarified •tteit it v/as net possible , even in .the near 
future, to shift the office of the Agriculture Department 
elsev/hore - as they did not have any vacant accom'^oda4^ton 
for the- same* 

15 There uas no reply from the Collector for 
about throe months. , 

16, ■ The DDO v;rote a letter to the Executive 

Sxigineer on 26-3-67, drawing liis attetition to the fact 
■that no -meeting of the AccommodationAllotKient Committee 
-had been convened during the past nine months,' -li'e: added 
that there was no use of such a Committee if it- did not 
meet for such a' long time. He also requested the 
Executive Engineer to convene a meeting as early as 
possible and also to furnish information on the,' following 
pchnts ’fhich he desired to be discussed in the meeting 
whenever it w.as held:

17, He sent a copy of t ho above letter to all the 
members of the Committee and also to the Chief Engineer 
of the Circle and the Secretary of the Public Works 
Department at State Headquarters, as he did not get any 
"reply, he again wrote to the members of the Committee 
asking' for their support for convening an early meeting 
of the Committee. He urged the members to see tiiat the 
meeting was . held as early as possible and also to see, 
that the information was supplied to him on the points 
raised in his letter. 

D ISPUTE 0-^MR T.m ME ETING ■ ' 

OF THE COMMITTEE; 

38. The Secretary of the- Coumittee fixed the 

meeting, for 6-7-67 at 9.00 a.m. and sent the intimation 
to that effect to all the members on 13-6-67 along with 
the agenda. On receiving the agenda, tho DDO discovered 



that the iteiijs suggested, by him -were hot included therein, 

■ , ' " ' . .the 

On the other hand there, was an item on /agenda which 

adversely affected the ■inter es'ts bf the Panchayat staff . 

This item was; "the staff .of the panchayat may not be 

considered for allotment of houses as long as the PWD 

did not clarify the policy, for which a roference had been 

made to them in July 1966”. He also ^ felt, that the time 

of tho nneting was inconvehiont,., • ■ ■ 

19 . .. He wrote- to the Chairman of the Allotment 


Committee pointing out that the time of- the meeting was not 
suitable to him. Moreover the time fixed was .not during the 
office hours; ho requested th 2 .t in future, the meetings 
must be kept during office hours. He also.- drew the 
Ghairraan'.s attention to the lett-er he had written' to the 


Secretary of the Allotm-ent Committee on. 26-5-66, seeking 
information on the points mentioned therein. Ho regretted 
that the information was not furnished even after 9 mo^iths 
and added that no useful discussion 'in the O.ommittee 
was possible if its members were not given information 
required by them in time. 

20-. ^ Tho DDO also wrote a letter to the Secretary of 

t ho Allotment- C-ommitt ee ' inviting r ef eren.ce t o his earlier 


letter asking 


for information on the 


p oints mentioned therein. 



21, ' The Chairman sent a reply ,pn-,:.3-'7-67 in which 
it ms said that the time for the meeting''’fixed at 
9,00 A.M. was.- suit ahle to all the o.t her members of the. 
Gomniittee, and that it had been, the practice from the 
very beginning to hold the mooting at a timo suitable 
to all the me mb or s . Mcroovor, any time after 11,00 A.M:, 
was Hot suitable to tho District and Sessions Judge 
because it clashed with the time of the court. With 
regard to the inform-atiOn-asked for it was stated that 
tha question of giving information on fresh allotments 
did not arise as the:-cbmmittee had not met after 2-8-66, 

It was further added '-that the house near the Post Office 
was not a Gcvc-rniuent building, therefore, the question 

of its allotment was out of tho purview of the Committee. 
With regard to the functions of the Committee and the 
list of number of houses in the pool, it was , added that 
the Executive Engineer would explain the. matter , , . • ' 

22. The Secretary also sent reply to the-DDO. on 4.7,67 
along with the agenda of the meeting, and a statement of the 
number of houses lying vacant. It was also mentioned that 
after 2.8.66, only one houses had been, allot ted to the Head 
Clerk of tho Coll -actor's Office under the orders of the 
Chairman, This house, he added, was from the accommodation 
pool reserved for revenue staffs while the house near Post 
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Office did not belong to the,,Govern’flEn.t, It was further 

stated that a reference had air aady. been made to the. Chief 

Executive Bnginoer for clarifying the pov/ors of the Goipiittee . 

THE PRESIDBI'IT OF THE DISTRICT PMCHAYAT 
GOl^ES IN THE PICTURE; 

83, The DDO bad kept the President of the District Pancha- 
^ ^t inf or raca of t . he- attitude of the- Accommodation Allotment 
Committee regarding the allotment of accommodation to the 
F an chayat institutions . Ho requested him to exert his influence 
and get the matter clarified so that panchayat Institutions 
got the ancomiiodation due to them. 

24. ■ The President therefore, wrote a D.O, letter to the 

Cbllhcton’ 4.7.67 which reads as follows; 

' ' - ' ’'Txhe agenda of the meeting of tho Accommodation 

Allotment Committee to be held on 6.7.67 sent to the DDO 
who is a member of the Committee has come to our notice. Item 
Onc^of the agenda mentions that' the Panchayat staff may not be 
given ace oiTimodat ion from the pool of the Government building. ■ 

I consider inclusion of such an item in the agenda of the 
•A ecommod at ion Allotment Committee a met ter "of concern. I am 
sure you will also not like to have such an attitude towards 
the Panchayat' s taff . You are' aware that the district has depart 
mental pools of houses ' for the police, the dudiciary and 
Revenue, while there is no' such facility for the Panchayat staff 
In View - of this it looks to nle that it' is improper to keep 



tne.iteni' on the agenda. T-he it era does not deserve conside- 
raitico.: : In' my 'Opinicn, the Comnaittee. dhes not have any right 
of making, such a ’decision. If suc;h;£t--'decisioh is taken 
by thq, vCoiiiaittee, it will not merely', be. unjust but also 
irregular-, Tho inclusion of DDO as a member of this 
Committee is by itself self-explanatory. I hope that when 
the meeting of the Committee is held, you will do the needful 
to see that no unto'/jard decision is taken and will kindly 
keep me informed of the results". 

25.: . The meeting of the Accommodation Allotment Committee 

was held on 6,7.67 at 9.00 AH as. scheduled. All. the members . 
except the DDO attended. The correspondonc-e between the DDO, 
the Collector and Executive Engineer was presented in t.he 
meeting -f. or the information of other members. The suggestion 
made by the DDO in regard to the- change in the timing of the 
meeting was ; considered by the, members of the Committee, It 
was felt thd't if the neeting time was fixed during, the office 
hours as suggested by the DDO it would not . be convenient 
particularly to the District and. Session Judge, ‘ It v;as there- 
fore resolved that the timing of the. irgje ting should not be 
changed, ' '■ I: '-f J 

2 6. The Comm-ittee also discussed the issue, relating to the 
allotment of the quarters to the Panchayat staff from the 
pool of Government buildings. The attention of the members 
v/as drawn to the reference made to the State FWD on the issue 



OH. 2\5,67. , The file containing the -coFrespondGnce hetween 
the ahairrran of the Comitt ee- and the. ’state pWD.. waS presented 
before meiuhers . of the Goamit tee. Tha State pi® had not given 
any reply. It was the ref ore, resolvod to take .s ome- decision 
on the issUG in that meeting of the Committee., The members 
of the. Committee man inously passed a resolution in the 
.meo-ting . that the allotment of acbonimodation to the Panchayat 
staff may, not be provided from' the 'pool unless the decision 
of the State PI® was received to that effect.

When the DDO' received '’a copy^ he s.ent it to the 
President of the District Panchayat. ^he President was 
upset-i. the Collector had paid no attention to his letter. 

He ashed the DDO to draft a resolution on the issue for 
. consideration by the Panchayat . 'The .draft which was prepared 
in consultation with the Pres ideht ;.fe:ad. as under; 

"It is regretta'blethat'-t'he Chairman, .Accommodation 
Allotrnmt Coiimittee did not give- any reply to the letter 
written by the Presideht of the District Panchayat on 4,7.67 
regarding the allotment of aceoinnodat.ion to Panchayat Insti- 
tutions from the pool of Government .buildings. Moreover, 
the Accommodation Allotment Committee ted gone beyond its 
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po-i-fers to d3pri\7G til-3 panc^iyat staff of their fmdamental 
rights . I t iias been ''OrciUght to our notice tiiat the 
collector liacl.allottoli. some of the he uses out of turn 
to his staff. It is also’ l-earn't that the CQllactor 
has taken such decisions' in liis porsf:nal capacity, 
without ref or-ing t Lorn to the Committee. It may bo 
pointed, out that most of the staff of the panchayat 
have come on deputation and they should havo, the rights 
said privil3g,3S grantod-td other 'Government . servants 
posted in tho District, 

28 • lio, view of the above it is resolved that the 
decisions., taken by the Accomociation Allotment Committee 
in its; meeting held on ' 6-7-6? 'should be cancelled. It 
is further resolved that with regard to allotment nf. 
houses the, same position must be brought which existed, 
before 6-7-67 and any aliotmeht made thereafter may be 
■ consider eu invalid- And a3.1atment imy be ma.de as .per 
priority list .■‘.nciudlhg thO' staff of tho District -

The par is had decided t’r&t the officers, who x^ereGovern- 
maihu servant s' before 1.4.63 and were transferred to 
the PanchayatSj imst be considered for allotment of houses 
Ir.y the AccoEfciodationnllDtment Committee in all the 
Districts . ; 

34, Following . the recommendation of the State 
Panchayat Parishad, the Deputy Secretary of PVJD wrote 
to the Collector , of Rampur District on 4 .9 .67 stating that 
the case regarding allotment of accommodatiDn to the ' 

Staff of the Panchayat has been duly considered and it • 
had been found tiuit "the decision hf the AcconEOdati-on ^ 
Allotment Committee taken bn 6. 7.67 and the- ne^^?■ procedures 
adopted by it for the allotment of accommodationj be 
considered null'- and void and the houses lying vacant then 
and thero-fter be allotted according to the rules laid 
d'own below; ■ ; ■ 

( i) "The Government servants given on 'deputation 
or by transfer to the Panchayat should bo 
considered on par with the Serrants of Government 
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Departments for allocation of housing 
accomodation. Such panchayat Officers are there- 
foroj entitled for allotment of PV'JD houses . The 
allotment should thus , bo made on- the basis of 
prior ity lis t'’ . . - 

(ii) "Accordirig to the decision taken by -the 
Committee, on 6.7,67 , six houses out of seven 
have been, allot .tied to the Government Servants 
only,' T.his is rejected hereby -and as indicated 
in point- (i) tha,y--.will have to be re-allotted according 
to priority lis.t. In view of this If any body ' has to Vacate 
a house, action will have to betaken accordingly” . 

35, Mr, Dave ma,de ciyptic remarks on the whole episode 
and said that the Government should have envisaged difficul- 
ties of this kind and evolved "'uniform policies applicable 
to all districts. In those districts where the Panchaj^ats 
\^ere able .to have their "Won staff qua-Cters, the problem 
of allocating houses from the PVJD pool did not arise. Besides, 
he commented on the discussion at the gen -era 1 body of the 
Panciiayat and said that it was really unbecoming on the part
